Please review the marked copy, particularly with reference to the 
accuracy of the facts recited, and if accurate execute and return a new 
affidavit to me not later than September 25, 1970. Your attention is es- 
pecially invited to new paragraph 8. If true, its inclusion would signifi- 
cantly assist in the defense of the subject action; if it is not accurate or 
-3 misleading, it* inclusion may prejudice the Government's case.
